North Viet Leaders Still Undecided 
On What Course To Follow In War 


Bv DAVID MASON 
Associated Press Writer 
SAIGON (AP) - Nearly six 
months after the death of Presi­ 
dent Ho Chi minh. North Viet­ 
nam ’s other leaders have appar­ 
ently still not decided on a 
clearcut course of action on con­ 
duct (rf the war in the South. 
This, in the opinion of persons 
who deal daily with such assess­ 
ments, may be the reason why 
the Vietnam War has settle,! 
into a period of indecisiveness, 
m arked 
by 
rapidly 
leveling 
“ highpoints" 
and 
offensives 
which exist only in captured do­ 
cuments. 
This in turn has led to private­ 
ly expressed optimism among 
some American and South Viet­ 
namese officials, akin to that 
current prior to the spectacular 
Tet offensive in February 1968. 
Hanoi is believed to be keep­ 
ing open a long list of options 
while holding firm to th*- doc­ 
trine of the subjugation of South 
Vietnam. 
When Ho died last Sept. 3, 
four men took the reins of pow­ 
er: Le Duan. first secretary of 
the Communist Party Central 
Committee; 
Truong 
Chinh, 
chairman of the National As­ 
sembly 
Standing 
Committee: 
Prem ier Pham Van DonR and 


Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap, the de­ 
fense minister 
The four continue to run the 
country as a committee, accord­ 
ing to the assessm ent here, and 
none has surfaced as strong 
enough to lay down policy lines 
alone. 
In a series of seven essays 
which were his most recent m a­ 
jor formulation of military doc­ 
trine for the war, Giap gave an 
unusually sobering view of the 
conflict and told the North Viet­ 
namese the war could be ex­ 
pected to continue indefinitely. 
One current theory is that the 
North Vietnamese are holding 
back their punch, while busily 
building up supplies, and will 
unleash a body blow when Pres­ 
ident Nixon's withdrawal pro­ 
gram has sufficiently thinned 
U.S. forces to promise Hanoi 
and the Viet Cong at least a 
spectacular 
psychological suc­ 
cess. This may come in mid­ 
sum mer 
Another version is that Hanoi 
is waiting 
for the American 
Congressional elections and the 
South Vietnamese Senate elec­ 
tions in November. This, it is 
reasoned, would be a prime pe­ 
riod for a show of strength, al­ 
though those who try to keep a 
finder on 
Hanoi's 
nu sc 
find 


nothing to support this reason­ 
ing. 
Another prospect may be an 
effort to capture a provincial 
capital in the Mekong Delta, 
such as Rach Gia or Chau Doc, 
and declare it the capital of he 
Viet Cong’s Provisional Revolu­ 
tionary Government. 
The PRG was announced last 
June and since then has been of­ 
ficially located “somewhere in 
South Vietnam," which many 
suspect may actually be in a 


Cambodian frontier area 
Still another theory—one that 
Henry Cabot Lodge used to fa­ 
vor when he was am bassador— 
is that the war will fade away 
into 
some 
murky 
settlement 
based on accomodation or com­ 
promise 
between 
the 
Saigon 
government and the Viet Cong.

Adding new fuel to the Middle East fire are 
Arab and Russian denunciations of American 
and Israeli protests of Arab terrorist activity.

lf Arab na'ions do not exercise control over 
their terrorist guerrillas, other countries will be 


forced to take actions to limit chances for sabo­ 
tage. 
Already the Swiss government has stopped 
issuing visas to visitors from Arab states ex­ 
cept in a few emergency cases. 
The International Federation of Air Line Pil­ 
ots has warned of a possible worldwide strike if 
steps are not taken to protect civilian planes.

This book also contains “Things Worth 
Knowing.” like: Half a cranberry* bound on 
corn will soon kill it; strong lye put in water 
will make it 
soft as rain water; wood ashes 
and common 
salt wet with water will stop the 
cracks of a stove and soap rubbed on the 
hinges of door will prevent them from creak­ 
ing 


It was June of ISM street lecturing on ‘‘tem­ 
perance’’ was revived in Salem. 


Th* Salem School Board in July, 1865, was 
composed of R. H Garrignes, Jacob Heaton, 
Isaac Snider, Eli Davidson and John Hudson. 
Jacob Heaton was trea urer. The number of 
pupils enrolled on this date was around 400 
and teachers totaled

"IT IS IMPORTANT to know how to use dy­ 
namite as well as incendiary bombs and smoke 
erenadec It is nece'sarv to learn how to manu­ 
facture Molotov cocktails, bombs and mines to 
destroy bridges, dismantle or destroy railways 
and railroad crossings. The urban guerrilla will 
complete his training in a technical center, or­ 
ganized tor this purpose, but only after having 
passed the test under fire, that is, after having 
fought against the enemy.”

Dual School 
Districts 


WASHINGTON — Amid all the controversy 
about segregation and the busing of school chil­ 
dren in the North and the South, a black lead- 


cr, Roy Innis - who is national director of hte 
Congress of Racial Equality, often leferred to 
as "CORE” — has come up with a new ap­ 
proach to the problem which, strangely enough, 
has won some support in the South. He recog­ 
nizes that the present conflict over enforced 
"integration 
is likely to lead to more and 
more damage to the whole process of education 
for both black and white children and believes 
tha. a different method is needed. 
What Mr. Innis proposes is that two school 
di riots be formed - one predominantly white 
and one predominantly black — where there 
now is one district. In a copyrighted interview 
in "U.S. News 
World Report” this week, he 
said: 
"Each district will create its own board to 
ma .age the school sys em. Each will Mig a su­ 
perintendent Each will be autonomous and tru­ 
ly equal. . . . 


"TO AVOID GETTING hvolved in a legal 
bt lie, the di ttict should be d awn along nat­ 
ural eommu I y I ncs. This means that in most 
places in Ame ira you can draw a district that 
wail d be a majority black or a majority white. 
I! d esn't mean feat you exclude one or the 
ot .er race from it. If there are any white* in 
that black district, they will go to that black 
school, lf they want to. If there are any black* 
In the white area, they will go to that whit* 
•cho**’, if htry went to. 
"The resuh would be school systems that ara 
prediminanfv black and school systems that 
are predominantly white. Most important of all, 
there would he a board with a black majority 
on this side and a board with a white majority 
on that side 
"This wou’d be completely legal, and each 
group would have a chance to maximize its 
own resources. You would also have disengaged 
the two groups to reduce antagonism. We all 
know that the country, in general, is about to 
blow over one issue — integration of schools ” 
When asked whether he had given up on "in­ 
tegration,” he said he is "for it, for those who 
want it,” but that it "should not be an end in 
itself.” He added: 


MP should be a means to an end — toward 
true equality and justice. But if it’s obvious that 
integration is not achieving those ends, then 
you seek other means. I blame the Easterners 
and the Northerners for this emphasis on inte- 
gra ion.” 
Mr. Innis. who has discussed his ideas with 
Southern governors and other leaders, declared 
that the first test of the plan will probably be 
made in Mobile, Ala. When questioned as to 
w. • '-i I of reception he got in the South, he 
answered: 
"That was very heartening to me. In the 
North, the Eastern and Northern ‘liberals’ 
chopped me up. But in the South I saw a differ­ 
ent situation We spoke to four governors: Gov. 
McNair of South Carolina; Gov. Maddox of 
Georgia; Gov. Williams of Mississippi, and 
Gov. McKeithen, of Louisiana. They agreed that 
this plan seems to have more viability than 
an'’ o4her offered so far. They wanted to study 
it. Of course, they were cautious — and reason­ 
ably so. since the idea came from ‘CORE * But 
the feeling I got from the governors and the 
state officials was that they could live with it. 


"WF THEN MOVED rn to the loca’ white 
community and there was the same kind of re­ 
action to the plan. They also felt that they 
could live with our plan." 
The ‘CORE” leader asserted that he "had to 
really do a lot more work” with the black peo­ 
ple — to convince them he was not talking 
about restoring segregation, and show them 
how u dor the new plan, b’akks wo.’ld be able 
to pick their own superintendent, have their 
own board and manage their own resources. 
Most of th-m, he said, “agreed that it made 
sense,” and he is direc.ing his appeal now "to 
the local black community, the people who are 
affected by this.” 
Mr Innis is convinced that the courts will ac­ 
cept his plan because, he pointed out, it p ro 
vides for a 
unitary” system, and “there s no 
coercion and there s no circumvention.” 
J » rer':.rkrd that ba finn would re-establish 
neighborhood schools and eliminate busing ex-

tarily. His conclusion is that black students 
would come out of these schools “ready to com 
pet* in any society.”

Inconsistent' Flag Laws Under Fire 


‘Whoever 
knowingly casts 
contempt upon any flag of the 
U.S. by publicly mutilating, de­ 
facing, 
defiling, 
burning or 
trampling upon it shall be fined 
not more than $1,000 or impris­ 
oned for not more than one 
year, or both.”

NEW YORK - (NEA) 
- 
Last November, during nation­ 
al 
peace demonstrations, a 
young Long Island housewife 
flew her household flag upside 
down. 
Mrs. Lawrence Hubner, 26, 
says she didn’t do it out of con­ 
tempt, seditious intent or mal­ 
ice. She did it to “get subur­ 
bia involved” in efforts to force 
an end to what she feels is an 
immoral war in Vietnam. 
Her neighbors, however, did 
not appreciate her motives. One 
called police. And Mrs. Hubner 
was eventually searched, hand­ 
cuffed, fingerprinted, brought to 
court, given a future trial date 
and released on $500 bail. 
THE EXPERIENCE 
jolted 
the housewife. And now, on re­ 
flection, 
she 
only 
nervously 


shakes her head and sighs: 
‘‘They made me feel like a 
criminal. Over a piece of cloth. 
The whole thing is just ridicu­ 
lous.” 
Many people, certainly, would 
not agree with Mrs. Hubner’s 
contention.

“The flag laws are useless 
and inconsistent. The flag is 
the symbol of democracy and, 
as such, should stand for a 
man’s right to do with it what 
he wants. Instead, under the 
existing laws, the flag simply 
is a sacred cow and no man, 
patriotic or not, 
had better 
mess arourlH with it.” 
Lawyer Halzonik emphasizes 
the “inconsistency” elements in 
the flag laws by observing that 
it is illegal for an ordinary citi­ 
zen (“let’s say a hippie”) to 
wear a stars-and-stripes shirt.

LEO SCOTT, SAFETY direc­ 
tor for the Bureau of Standards, 
says that the impact of static 
electricity can measure as much 
as 5.000 volts (by comparison, 
ordinary home outlets produce 
only about 110 volts) — so real 
dangers do exist. 
Some examples:

hoses) can create friction whicn 
builds up plus and minus forces.

AND IN LAUNDRY establish­ 
ments. Al Martin, a spokesman 
for the National Institute of Dry 
Cleaning, confirms that some 
accidents have been caused at 
: laundry plants which use petro­ 
leum (flammable) products as 
solvents. The mishaps have ap­ 
parently resulted from a com­ 
bination of neglect and static 
spark, usually occurring where 
treated lint is allowed to over- 
: collect. 
Just how many deaths have 
been caused by such explosions 
is not known. The National Safe­ 
ty Council says, “Some, but we 
group all electric deaths togeth­ 
er 
and 
have no subdivision 
count.” The National Fire Pre­ 
vention Association says It gets 
numbers from “ a few states 
but nothing nationally.” 


A PHYSICIAN ONCE told the 


Ralph Nader consumer uro.ee- 
tion group that “ 1.200 hospital 
patients die each year” as a 
result of static electricity explo­ 
sions. This figure, though, 
is 
disputed. 
Whatever the accident rate 
it’s too high. Industry has been 
working for years to reduce it 
Dry cleaners say nonflammable 
solvents are rapidly replacing 
the old petroleum types; many 
hospitals are installing conduc­ 
tive floors; petroleum workers 
wear antispark shoeg or boots, 
and, naturally, people who work 
in munitions plants utilise ev 
ery modern precaution. 
The preventive shock activity 
has even lapped over into less 
explosive areas. Toll booth col­ 
lectors, for example, now have 
grounds to protect them from 
tingle-fingerec} motorists; anti- 


shock sprays are now available J 0 
for textiles; and carpet makers,] 
long the bogeymen of shock-! 
weary homemakers, say they 
are attempting to impregnate 
conductive compounds in future 
rug fibers. 


TECHNOLOGY notwithstand­ 
ing. the problem of static elec­ 
tricity is, as a fact of life, al­ 
most inescapable. It’s as certain 
as dry winter weather. 
Experts 
at the 
Bureau of 
Standards say those who have 
humidifiers, or who are other­ 
wise protected by 
modernity, 
can get some relief. As for eve 
rybody else, they must learn to 
live with it. 
“ It’s not really so bad,” winks 
one official. “ And, besides, that

Charles Diggs, D-Mich., 
who confronted Maddox in the 
House restaurant in Washington 
Tuesday, is circulating a peti­ 
tion to bar the Georgia governor 
from the eating place. Diggs 
and Maddox got into a heated 
argument which Diggs said in­ 
volved distribution of the han­ 
dles. 


But Maddox denied Wednes­ 
day that he distributed the han­ 
dles. He said he had taken some 
of them to Washington because

North Viet Leaders Still Undecided 
On What Course To Follow In War

SAIGON (AP) — Nearly six 
months atter the death of Presi­ 
dent Ho Chi minh. North Viet­ 
nam ’s other leaders hav e ap p ar­ 
ently still not decided on a 
clearcu t cou rse of action on con­ 
du ct o f the war in the Sou th. 
This, in the op inion of p ersons 
who deal daily with su ch assess­ 
ments, may be the reason why 
the Vietnam War 
has settieu 
into a p eriod of indecisiv eness, 
marked 
by 
rap idly 
lev eling 
“ highp oints" 
and 
offensiv es 
which ex ist only in cap tu red do­ 
cu ments. 
This in tu rn has led to p riv ate­ 
ly ex p ressed op timism among 
some American and Sou th Viet­ 
namese officials, akin to that 
cu rrent p rior to the sp ectacu lar 
Tet offensiv e in Febru ary 19 68. 
Hanoi is believ ed to be keep ­ 
ing op en a long list of op tions 
while holding firm to the doc­ 
trine of the su bju gation of Sou th 
Vietnam. 
When Ho died last Sep t. 3, 
fou r men took the reins of p ow­ 
er: Le Du an. first secretary of 
the Commu nist Party Central 
Committee; 
Tru ong 
Chinh. 
chairman of the National As­ 
sembly 
Standing 
Committee; 
Prem ier Pham Van Dong and 


Gen Vo Ngu y en Giap . the de­ 
fense minister 
The fou r continu e to ru n the 
cou ntry as a committee, accord­ 
ing to the assessm ent here, and 
none has su rfaced as strong 
enou gh to lay down p olicy lines 
alone. 
In a series of sev en essay s 
which were his most recent m a­ 
jor formu lation of military doc­ 
trine for the war, Giap gav e an 
u nu su ally sobering v iew of the 
conflict and told the North Viet­ 
namese the war cou ld be ex ­ 
p ected to continu e indefinitely . 
One cu rrent theory is that the 
North Vietnamese are holding 
back their p u nch, while bu sily 
bu ilding u p su p p lies, and will 
u nleash a body blow when Pres­ 
ident Nix on's withdrawal p ro­

Mr Tishler. like a lot of other people who are 
aw are that some control is desirable, has no 
specific proposals or guidelines to give scien­ 
tists in their search.

While the search goes on the world 
teeters on the edge of first one disaster then an­ 
other.

A New Confrontation? 


What could be a new confrontation between 
the government and industry over pollution is 
incubating in Florida. 
Secretary of the Interior Walter J. Hickel, 
who recently stopped plans to build a jetport in 
the Everglades because of the environmental 
dam age which would result, now has told the 
Florida Power 
Light Cb. to stop digging a 5- 
mile canal. 


THE CANAL, according to the government, 
w: ’ dam ac3 El'cay ne Bav wi*h therm al pollu­ 
tion 
The power firm apparently intends to disre­ 
gard Secretary Hickel's threat to resort to court 
action to hah construction of the canal. It main­ 
tains the project is in compliance with all gov­ 
ernm ental regulations. 
The government held a two-dav hearing this 
week into allegations that the power firm is pol­ 
luting the ba*. by discharging boiler cooling wa­ 
ter into it from a plant 25 miles south of Miami. 
The company currently is building two atomic 
power generators which, upon completion, will 
quadrup’e ’ho “ waste heat” load being pour** 1 
into the ocean presently a’ the rate of 10.000 
gallons of heated water a second. 


SECRETARY HICKEL should have little - - 
ficulty in getting the ear of President Nix on for 
his side of the dispute as the President's winter 


home is on Biscay ne Bay , site of a projected 
national aquatic park. 


If the power and light firm persists in its plan 
to discharge it* “waste heat” into the bay and 
the government makes good on its threat to 
take the issue to court, the resulting decision 
m ay indicate just how much clout the Depart­ 
ment of the Interior will have in its conduct on 
the announced war against pollution. 


Reform Supported 


The American Bar Association's midwinter 
meeting ended on a positive note this week with 
the endorsement of a bill setting up procedure* 
for removing federal judges guilty of miscon- 
d 
in c 
m a’-* *' ose suffering from mental 
or phy sical disability . 


Sen. Joseph Ty dings, D-Md., introduced tha 
Judicial Re.'orm Act because there presently is 
no means for removing judges ex cept bv im­ 
peachment.

Twelve “ Hints for Health’* were given to 
Salem citizens in a small book entitled, “ Sa­ 
lem, Its Past and Present”, published in 1870. 
ITtey were as follows: (1) Keep w’arm , eat 
regularly and slowly , m aintain regular bodily 
habits, take early and very light suppers, keep 
a clean skin, get plenty of sleep at home, 
keep cheerful and respectable company , keep 
out of debt, don’t set y our mind on things y ou 
don’t need, mind y our own business, don’t set 
up to be a harp of any kind and subdue curio­ 
sity . This book also contains “ Things Worth 
Knowing.” like: Half a cranberry bound on 
corn will soon kill it; strong ly e put in w ater 
will make it soft as rain w-ater; wood ashes 
and common salt wet with water will stop the 
cracks of a stove and soap rubbed on the 
hinges of door will prevent them from creak­ 
ing. 


It was June of 1850 street lecturing on “ tem­ 
perance” was revived in Salem. 


The Salem School Board in July , 1855, was 
composed of R. H. G arrigries, Jacob Heaton, 
Isaac Snider, Eli Davidson and John Hudson. 
Jacob Heaton was treasurer. The number of 
pupils enrolled on this date was around 400 
and teachers totaled 10. four men and six 
women. The women were paid $18 to $35 per 
month, while the men received from $30 to $35. 
Alfred Holbrook, superintendent, was paid $120 
a month. There were m ore than 60 volumes 
in the school library .

“ IT IS IMPORTANT to know how to use dy ­ 
nam ite as well as incendiary bombs and smoke 
erenadec It is nece<sarv to learn how to manu­ 
facture Molotov cocktails, bombs and mines to 
destroy bridges, dismantle or destroy railway s 
and railroad crossings. The urban guerrilla will 
complete his training in a technical center, or­ 
ganized for this purpose, but only after having 
passed the test under fire, that is, after having 
fought against the enem y .”

mining the streets and routes usually traversed 
by patrol cars. 
This is no child’s play . They mean it. Just 
ask the police who have been shot these past 
few weeks.

Dual School 
Districts 


WASHINGTON — Amid all the controversy 


about segregalion and the busing of school chil­ 


dren in the North and the South, a black lead­ 


er, Roy Innis — who is national director of hte 
Congress of Racial Equality , often referred to 
as "CORE” — has come up with a new ap­ 
proach to the problem which, strangely enough, 


has won some support in the South. He recog. 


nizes that the present conflict over enforced 
“ integration ' is likely to lead to more and 
m ore damage to the whole process of education 


for both black and white children and believes 
th a. a different method is needed. 
What Mr 
Innis proposes is that two ichool 
di ricts be formed - one predominantly white 
and one predominantly black — where there 
now is one district. In a copy righted interview 
in “U.S. News 
World Report” this week, he 


said: 
“ Each district will create Its own board to 
m a .age the H iool sy s em. Each will hire a su­ 
perintendent Each will be autonomous and tru­ 
ly equal. . . .

“ The result would be school sy stems that ara 
predim inant’v black and school sy stems that 
are predominantly white. Most important of all, 
there would he a board with a black majority 
on this side and a board with a white majority 
on that side 
“ This wou’d be completely legal, and each 
group would have a chance to max imize its 
own resources. You would also have disengaged 
the two groups to reduce antagonism. We all 
know that the country , in general, is about to 
blow over one issue — integration of schools.” 
When asked whether he had given up on “ in­ 
tegration,” he said he is “ for it, for those who 
want it,” but that it “ should not be an end in 
itself.” He added: 


"Tf sho"ld be a means to an end — toward 
true equalitv and justice. But if it’s obvious that 
integration is not achieving those ends, then 
y ou seek other means. I blame the Easterners 
and the Northerners for this emphasis on Inte­ 
gra ion.” 


Mr. Innis, who has discussed his ideas with 
Southern governors and other leaders, declared 
that the first test of the plan will probably be 
m ade in Mobile, Ala. When questioned as to 
w! ?* K -d of reception he got in the South, he 
answered: 


“ That was very heartening to me. In the 
North, 
the 
Eastern 
and 
Northern

chopped me up. But in the South I saw a differ­ 
ent situation We spoke to four governors: Gov. 
M cNair of South Carolina; Gov. Maddox of 
Georgia; 
Gov. Williams of Mississippi, and 
Gov. McKeithen, of Louisiana. They agreed that 
this plan seems to have more viability than 
am ’ o’her offered so far. They wanted to study 
it. Of course, they were cautious — and reason­ 
ably so, since the idea came from ‘CORE ’ B it 
the feeling 1 got from the governors and the 
state officials was that they could live with it. 


“ WE THEN MOVED cn to the loca’ white 
community and there was the sam e kind of re­ 
action to the plan. They also felt that they 
could live with our plan.” 
The ‘CORE” leader asserted that he “ had to 
really do a lot more work” with the black peo­ 
ple — to convince them he was not talking 
about restoring segregation, and show them 
how u der the new plan, b 'a.k s world be able 
to pick their own superintendent, have their 
own board and manage their own resources. 
Most of thrm , he said, “ agreed that it made 
ten se,” and he is directing his appeal now “ to 
the local black community , the people who are 
affected by this.” 


Mr. Innis is convinced that the courts will ac­ 
cept his plan because, he pointed out, it p ro 
vides for a “ unitary ” sy stem, and “ there’s no 
coercion and there’s no circumvention.”
